MI E ngland is 
aflame with 
th e spirit of 
war. 
The 
seizure of the steam er Malacca by the 
Russian v olunteer fleet 
ste a m e r St. 
Petersb u rg in the Red sea has aroused ' 
the British public and press to a fever 
of excitement and indignation th a t has 
not been equalled since the Crim ean 
war. 
The attitu d e of both people and 
press is m en acin g in the e x tre m e to 
Russia, and only prompt and pacific 
action by ilia! power will prevent war. 
Even the most 
conservative, who 
have been in th e service 
of th e gov­ 
ernment for m an y years, and those 
who openly deplored the ha ste with 
which tliev th o u g h t Great Britain had 
plunged into the Transvaal war, frank­ 
ly 
declare for a 
policy of 
reprisal 
against what they regard as Russian 
violation of treaties and her priatical 
a tta c k on British commerce. 
The warlike tone of sin h p a pe rs as 
the Times, the Standard, the Morning 
Post and tho Daily Telegraph, r/hieh 
in national crises hitherto alm o st in­ 
variably advised caution, has had its 
inevitable 
effect. 
There 
has 
been 
stirred 
up 
a storm 
of 
indignation 
am ong all classes in the United King­ 
dom, the st len g th of which the gov­ 
ernm ent itself can scarcely gauge. 
Those who deplored the o u tb re a k of 
the war between Japan 
and Russia 
and insisted publicly 
and privately 
th a t Great Britain, crippled financially 
after her South African experiences, 
m u st not at all costs be d r a w n into 
the 
far E a s te r n 
struggle, a r e 
now 
among the most outspoken champions 
of a physical force that will prevent 
the repetition of the Malacca incident 
in the Red sea. 


Officials Are in Despair. 
T hose few officers at the foreign of­ 
fice who a re in full possession of all 
the details of Great B ritain’s desire 
to arrive at an entente with Russia 
are in despair. 
They realize th a t the 
policy so carefully fostered by King 
E dward and Foreign Minister L a n s ­ 
downe would now be indignantly re­ 
pudiated by all parties in tho house 
of comm ons and involve with th e pub­ 
lic the downfall of any ministry ad­ 
vocating it. 
Every n e rv e will be strained, how­ 
ever, by the foreign office to secure 
from Russia a a explan a tion that—w+U 
pacify the aggrieved feelings of the 
British public 
and no step 
w'ill be 
tak en officially th a t will tend to prej­ 
udice su b seq uen t diplomatic negotia­ 
tions looking to the se ttle m e n t of all 
im portant questions now outstanding 
between 
Russia and Great 
Britain. 
However, th e re is expressed 
at the 
foreign office and 
elsewhere almost 
poignant reg ret that Russia, rightly or 
wrongly, should have taken up the po­ 
sition evinced 
by the action 
of her 
volunteer cruisers in the Red sea. 
Great B rita in ’s policy since th e Rus­ 
so-Japanese 
war lias been 
one of 
strict neutrality, ami the Anglo-French 
e ntente led to the belief t h a t Britain 
and France would be detached specta­ 
tors of the far E astern fray. 
T he unlooked for developm ents In 
the Dardanelles and the Red sea em­ 
barrass laird 
Lansdowne m ore than 
the c ircum stan ces them selves would 
indicate. 
T h e government, weakened 
by internal dissensions, could scarce­ 
ly stand for a day against a popular 
demand for reprisals a g ain st Russia 
and this very danger is assiduously 
fostered by leading government, news­ 
papers. 


Most Humiliating Incident in Years. 
T h e rn ws 
that there m a y 
be an 
amicable a d ju stm e n t of the difficulties 
as the result of an interview between 
Czar Nicholas and Count 
Lamsdorff 
Is not yet known to the British public 
and press. 
If such an a d ju s tm e n t is 
brought about, it will let P r e m ie r Bal­ 
four’s government out of an awkward 
and serious crisis; but it will undoubt­ 
edly 
be several months before 
the 
British public can forget 
what has 
been described as the m ost humiliat­ 
ing incident in British history since 
the Dutch 
victoriously e n te re d 
the 
Tham es. 
“ Lord Lansdowne,” says the Daily 
Telegraph, voicing the views of the 
government, “ has faced th e situation 
created by the abuse of th e right of 
search in the only m an n er worthy of 
a British 
minister compelled to de­ 
fend 
the interests 
of British 
c o m ­ 
m erce and the honor of the flag. 
“ While not one rash word should be 
said which could have the effect of in­

The foregoing pronouncement., from 
an organ so notoriously inspired, with 
its open reference to a possibility of 
war. adds enormously to a situation 
that already was grave enough. 
E v e n ' other London m orning paper 
devotes its leading 
editorials to a 
similar view- of the situation. 
War 
with Russia Is openly contemplated 
by the most staid papers of the em ­ 
pire as a contingency much to be re­ 
gretted. but 
nevertheless inevitable 
for the honor 
of the nation 
unless 
speedy reparation be m ade for what 
is alleged to be a dire insult to the 
British flag. 
Special dispatches from Malta give 
alarmist accounts of the hurried de­ 
parture from that port of th e British 
cruiser and torpedo squadron. 
Their 
presence at Suez or th ereab o uts may 
eventually have no little bearing on 
the situation. —
